W. Terrel, 
U.S. minister to Turkey, demanded of the 
Sablime Porte that tho sentence in the case 
of Guedjian ba suspended until it could bB 
ascertained whether or not he had forfeited 
the right of protection by the United States. 
The Porte has now telegraphed to the au- 
thorities at Alpho to allow the U. S. consul 
to investigate the oase and see tho prisoner.

UENEBAL HERBERT'S GOODBYE. 

Conveys to tho Militia His Beat Wishes 
Which Ho Hopes Will Be 
Reciprocated. 

The following valedictory of Major-Gen- 
cral Horberb, C.B., C.M.G., dated the 1st of 
August, 1895, on his retirement from the 
command of the Canadian Militia, U pub- 
lished for genoral information, in the laec 
Militia General Orders : 

I. Before relinquishing the aommand of 
tho Canadian forcea, tho Major Genoral 
Commanding doatrea to thank thoao who, 
for a period of nearly five years, have given 
him a loyal support and co-operation in his 
endeavor to rendor those forcea an efficient 
»ud powerful factor for tho dofence of Hor 
Majesty's Empire. 

2 During thia period ho has boen oncour- 
agod by seeing Canada asautno hor aharo of 
the burthen necesBary to securo tho inviol- 
ability of hor Pacific coast, and by the ex- 
ceptional efforts made by tho militia units 
allotted for the dofence of Halifax and 
Esquimalt, in order bo fib themaolvos for tho 
duties they would have to porform in a tlmo 
of emergency. 

3. Ho has observed with ploasuro a gen- 
eral awakening, throughout tho militia, of a 
spirit of emulation for practical tllicienoy, 
together with a considerable development in 
rifla Bbooting, and a marked dealro on tho 
part of thoBO who aapire to tho commis- 
sioned and non commissioned ranke of the 
militia, to qualify themselves for command 
by profeasional Bbudy. 

4. Ho has on aovoral ocoaalona expressed 
officially his appreciation of tho oxcollont 
material to bo found in ihe rural militia, 
and he will over chorish a ploaaing recollec- 
tion of tho time spent with them in campa 
of Instruction, and of tho ohoorful manner 
in which they roaponded to hie efforts to 
raise, tho standard of instruction, Bobriety, 
order and Boldier-liko behaviour in those 
c-ampa. 

5. His t huiks are specially duo to tho offi- 
cera, non-commiaaionod officers and men of 
tho Royal regiments forming tho permanent 
force of Canada, on whom davolveB the ar- 
duous duty of instructing the active militia, 
While conaclouB that he has boen oxaotlng 
in hia demands upon thorn, ho can testify 
with sincerity to tho soldierlike mannor in 
which all ranke havo mob thoao demands, 
and to the marked improvement that haa 
boon mado in the discipline and military 
training of all urrns. He would once moro 
romind thoae Royal rogimonta that theirs is 
tho honorable mission of preaonting to tuo 
active militia ub high a standard of military 
sllicienoy, and as brilliant an oxamplo of 
good conduct and devotion to duty as were 
formerally offered by Hor Majesty's regular 
troops whon quartered in Canada. 

6. Ho desires to oonvey to all ranks of tho 
staff, permanent force and aotlvo militia, his 
boat wisheB for thoii' houlbh and proaperlty, 
coupled with tho hopo that he will be re- 
mombored by them with feolings of ostcom 
and respeot, akin to thoBo which ho will el> 



QUEBEC FOREST FIRES. 

Terrible Destruction and Suffering-Families 
Homeless and Besfrliitr for Sustenance. 

ARTHABASKA, Sept. 27— Evoroate Ea- 
bonte'a two sons, 11 and 12 years old, havo 
baen found in the woods near Sta Coleatino 
with' their legs burned and amputation will 
bo necessary. Sovonty men laat night were 
still fighting fire in tho woods on tho Grand 
Trunk road in the direction of Doucet'a 
landing, ou tho Three Rivera road. Tho tiro 
began on Monday morning, when tho sky 
was darkened by a dense column of Bmoke 
blown by the strongest galo felt in yearB. 
The firo originated in the buaheB, and was 
kindled by farmers clearing now land. On 
Monday evening tho terror waa redoublod 
horo, when the heavens were lit up with tho 
flames, and a rain of cindera and eparka fell. 
The wholo population engaged in prayer. 
Tapera were burned at the altara In tho 
pariah churohee, and the priosts joined in 
the supplication to heaven. Guards were 
poated around tho town, and tho atatuoa of 
the uainta wero placed around tho houses to 
turn back destruction. Many victims of 
the calamity aro homeless and begging 
throughout tho country. The people burned 
out are without money. To-night rain be- 
gan falling and tho people are overjoyed, as 
they balievo tho firo can now be stopped. 
The villngerB aro Hocking from all parts to 
Arthahaaka and Throe Rivera. They have 
lost all oxcopb lifo itself. Husbands, wives 
ond ohlldren all through thia region, who 
have boon separated in the cot 11 igration aro 
atill seeking ono another. Tho survivors 
whole houBes are burned are asking tho 
Grand Trunk road to take thorn oub of tho 
fiolde, where they aro undor the sholter of 
blankets and board huta. 



THE YACHT RACES. 

Yesterday's Itun Won by the American Cham- 
pion Ethelwynn. 

Centre Island, Sept. 27.— The commit- 
teo being unablo to agree upon a course for 
to day's race botween the Ethelwynn and 
Spruco IV, tho choice was won by Mr. 
Bland'a representative by the flipping of a 
coin. He chose the outside oourse, where 
the wind waB blowing at the rate of twelve 
miles an hour making tho sea quite rough, 
causing the racers to bob up and down at a 
great rate and take water enough to make 
sailing uncomfortable. The starting gun 
went off at 2:30, and Spruce IV croajed ten 
seoondo later. The Etholwynn'a time was 
2 30.J0. When the racers came into eight at 
bhe olub house observatory aboub five 
minutes after tho start, the Spruce IV had a 
lead of half a mile. Tho K.holwynn was 
going through the watnr with great rapidity, 
and within the nexb ten minutes seomed to 
have moved up a length or more. The 
Ethelwynn rounded the firat mark at 
2 53 30, the Spruoe IV at 2 53 32, Tho 
Etholwynn increased her lead after round- 
ing. The Ethelwynn rounded tho second 
mark at 3 03 30. Ib appeared from tho olub 
houae that the Spruco IV was ten lengths 
or more behind. Tho whistles of tho stoam 
yaohts at the finiBh announcing tho com- 
pletion of bhe oourse by the winnor, the 
Ethelwynn, were heard ab the olub houBo at 
5 17.50. Spruce IV was only about one 
minute behind. 



MURDER AT TRAIL CREEK, 

Representative of a Kich Syndicate Hacked 
to Death by a Drunken Miner. 

Denver, Sept. 27.— A special to tho 
News from Spokane saya : Passengers down 
from Trail Crook, B.C., report a horrible 
crime at that mining camp. Morris O'Con- 
nor, a proapeotor owning soveral claims, 
took a mining export named B. Cook to look 
at them. He and Cook camped out on a 
mountain, and during tho nighb O'Connor, 
who had beon drinking heavily, sroBO and, 
taking a plok, drovo it clean through Cook's 
brain, pinning hia head down to the ground. 
He then grasped an axe and finished his 
bloody deed by hacking hia victim in a 
horrible mannor. Tho mutilated body was 
found nexb morning by some minors, who 
organized a posso and Boon captured O'Con- 
nor. It is thought ho committed the deed 
while crazy from drink. Cook reproBented 
a rich ayndicate purchaBiDg mines.

Organized— List of Officers 
Elected. 



Qnalilications for Membership -Plan 
of Campaign— Military Companies 
te Be Formed. 



Chicago, Sept. 27.— The declaration of 
principles submitted at the meeting of Irish- 
men yesterday and tho resolutions already 
published havinq been adapted, 

The following waB submitted and met 
with instant approval at the hands of the 
convontlon : "Resolved, That this conven- 
tion recommends tho formation of military 
companiea whorover practicable, in order 
to foster and preserve tha military spirit of 
tho Irish race, and to be prepared for action 
in tho hour of Eagland's difficulty." 

J J O'Connell, of Chicago, presented Iho 
fallowing as a report of the committee in 
crgnnizulon and ways ami means : 

"The now movement organi/.uion shall 
be known by the style and tnlo of the Irish 
National Alliance. It Bhall hnvo for its ob- 
ject tho securing of the independence of Ire- 
land by auy means wichiu its power and 
consistent with tho lnwa and usages of civil- 
izad nations. The qualifications for mem- 
bership aliall bo good moral character, birth 
on'Iiish soil or duscent from Irish parentage 
on tho paternal or matBrnal eide or both, 
and the taking of the following pledge of 
honor : ' I hereby pledgo my word of honor 
to aid by every meaua within my power, in 
conformity with the constitution and by- 
lawa of the Irish National Alliance, in secur- 
ing the independonoo of Ireland.' 

This orgauizUion ahall be governed by u 
president, vice-president, treasurer aun an 
active council of nino members, who shall 
hold'office for two years, or until thoir suc- 
cessors are elected and duly qualified. The 
president and treasurer shall be ex-offioio 
members of the executive council, and where 
a tie may ocour the president shall have the 
privilege of casting a vote. A two thirds 
vote of tho oxeoutivo council shall bo neces- 
sary to ovorrlde any motion or act of the 
president of the Irish National Alliance. 
Tho secretary shall bo appointed by the 
president. All other cflicers shall be elected 
by the organization in regular convention. 
Tho president, vice-president and one mem- 
ber of tho executive council, such member to 
be selected by tho executivo council, ahull 
be trustees of the funds of the organization. 

Stato organizations shall be modeled on 
the national organization. Authority to 
organize must come from the national 
executive oounoil, and no other authority to 
organiz > shall bs valid. The initiation fee 
shall be $1 and tho dues J30 cents a quarter, 
payable in advanoe. Eich local subdivision 
of the Irish National Alliance shall be known 
as a counoil and be designated by tho num- 
ber of the charter furnishul by the national 
executive oouncil on payment of their pro 
rata as called for in tho convention. Etch 
council shall transmit quarterly to the 
national treasurer 75 percent, of all moneys 
received after tho legitimate expenses are 
paid. The expenses of councils shall consiat 
of hall rent and stationery. 

ThiB plan of campaign was caught up by 
the delegates and stamped with a hoarty 
vote of approval. Delegate Fnzmaurice 
wanted tho convention to go further and 
provide for the establishment of an Irish 
republic by elootlng a president, vice-presi- 
dent and parliament, all of which would 
constitute the governmont of the republic 
and would seleot such temporary location as 
circumstances might dictate. Mr. Fitz- 
maurlee barely received respectful attention, 
and Chairman Finerty disposed of hia pug- 
geetlon with the remark that ths only place 
for the establishment of a government for 
Ireland waa on IriBn soil. 

The election of cflicers resulted as fol- 
lows : President, William Lyman, New 
York ; vice-president, O'Neill Ryan, St. 
Louis; treasurer, P. V. Fuzpatrick, 
Chicago ; oxecutive council, J. J. Donovan, 
Lowell, Maaa. ; Chris Gallagher, Minnesota; 
Martin Kelly, Tenneaaoe ; Capb. Managan, 
WisconBin; J. Sheeny, San Francisco; J. 
M. Kennedy, Anaconda, Mont ; Thomas J. 
Dnndon, Ohio ; ThomaB H. Grevy, Penn- 
sylvania, and JameBLawIor, Texas. 

Tho convention clMed with the elnging of 
a now Iriah soDg compoaod by Mrs. Teresa 
Beatrice O'Hara, of Cleveland, oalled 
"God Bless Ireland," after which the 
delegates arose and Bang "America" and 
" God Save Ireland." 

Tho following is the text of the declara- 
tion of principles of tho new organization : 
" The people of Ireland are a sovoroigu peo- 
ple. Ireland is by nature separate from 
every other country, Liborty is tho birth- 
right of her peoplo. Ireland wob known 
throughout Europe as a nation long before 
the dawn of Chriatianity, nnd was tho home 
of civilization when Eogland was atill bar- 
birous. England's claims to authority in 
Ireland originated in force and have been 
maintained by corruption and coercion ; 
they have never riponod into the right to 
rule. The title by conquest has never been 
perfected, inasmuch as the Irish people have 
continuously, by constitutional agitation of 
revolutionary measures, resisted England's 
power and endeavored to destroy her un- 
lawlul aupromaoy. Iroland ia deprived of 
almost ovory oivll right which the 
Amorican peiple most Q dearly cher- 
ish. Unexampled cruelty and brutal 
vlndiotivoness havo been the distinguish- 
ing featuni of English rule in Ireland, 
p'ngland has destroyed Ireland's industries 
Chi mined her commeroe. Sho Iiqb placed 
upon her Btatuto book laws unking it a 
crime to educate Irish children. She 
burred Irelat d's Bchool houses and destroyed 
hor charchoB. Sho haB driven into exile or 
left to perish in her dungeons thousands of 
men whose only crime waa lovo for Ireland. 
Every measure for tho last century looking 
towards legislative independence of tho 
Irish peoplo has either Buffered defoat in tho 
commons or been arbitrarily rejected by the 
lordB. Eogland has violated every treaty 
and broken every pledge, and with almost 
every year of tho century she haB impoaed 
upon Ireland brutal laws of coercion and ono 
of tho moat drastic character is now upon 
her statute books. (To the pleas of the poople 
for justice and their prayers for meroy Eng- 
land haB rosponded with the soourgo and 
the scaffold, and yet to-day Ireland, en- 
thralled but not enslaved, crushed but not 
conquered, is in spirit a nation. 

"16 has become ovidenr, after many years 
of earnest endeavor to obtain a measure of 
independence from tho English government 
by peaceful agitation, thab appoals to reason 
for juBtlos are futile. Ib is left, therefore, 
for men of tho Irish race to proolalm again 
the truth recorded by all hiBtory thab tho 
liberties of tho people and tho independonoo 
of a nation canuot be aobleved by debate, 
bub must bo won upon tho field of battle, 
and we doolare our belief that the men of

SITUATION IN SAMOA. 

Tamasese tho Pretender, in Evidence— Re- 
flections on the British and German 
Consuls— Business Depressed. 

AriA, Samoa, Sept. 11— (Per Bteamer Ala- 
meda to San FrauciBCo, Sept. 27 )— There 
has been much comment here recently in re- 
gard to the aotions of Acting British Consul 
Woodford and the German consul. The 
British consul made a visit to the headquar- 
ters of the rebel party under Tamasese, and 
induced Tsmaaeso to visit Apia, where be 
entertained him at the consulate and drove 
him about town in his own carriage, finally 
taking him to the Gorman consulate, where 
King Malietoa had beon brought some time 
before. The significance of this lies in the 
attitude which haa all along been held by 
Tamasese, who iB the son of the former king 
of that name, who was supported by the Ger- 
mans. Tho present TamaEese rooontly de- 
fied tho authority of the warahips hero repre- 
eonting the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany, and is at present sheltering pris- 
oners under sehtenco by tho supreme court, 
who sucoetd>)d'in rnakiDg thoir escape. 

The Simoan Herald, a papor published 
by an Englishman, in commenting upon this 
incident condemns tho British consul severe- 
ly, and saya that tho residents of Samoa 
have eeen the strange spectacle of an ac 
knowledged rebel, Tamasese, nob only al 
lowed to enter Apia with impunity, but 
actually appearing as the Liond of Her 
Britannic Majesty's representative, Consul 
Woodford. Tho paper also declares that 
this action of the British consul will imply 
to tho semi-savago mind of Tamasese that 
he can be assured of the powerful protection 
of Great Britain. Thc^natlves belonging to 
tho king'a -party are much incensed at the 
conduct of both consuls. United Statoa Con- 
sul Mulligan refused to bo a party to any 
dealings with tho man who had insulted and 
defied the Samoan government as recognized 
by the threo powera. 

There ie tho usual talk among tho nativea 
of fighting at an oarly date. In the last 
fow dayB Mr. Woodford has been succeeded 
by British Consul Cuaack-Smith, who has 
roturnod from F jl. U. S. Consul-Goneral 
Mulligan will '' Tuhoroby tho next ateamor, 
and hia place « ill be filled by W. Blacklock, 
who haa hold tho post beforo. 

The business of Samoa is greatly doprosa, 
ed. The oocoanut orop has resulted badly, 
and the staplo product, copra, ia greatly re- 
duced In quantity.

The faob ia it ia 
easier for Greab Britain to proteot her com- 
merce and to maintain her place among the 
nations with colonies than ib would be with- 
out them. This the Times article makes 
quite clear. 

"ONTARIO, ONTARIO!" 

It ia somewhat amusing to find that the 
runniDg firo of j ikes direoted against Mr. J. 
D. Edgar as the author of the fumouB oato- 
puigu song " Ontario, Ontario " has misaed 
its mark. It turns out that bho accomplish- 
ed member for West Ontario ie not the 
author of that soDg. Mr. J. W. Bengough 
has written a letter in which he claims to bo 
the author of the poem. The genial J. W. 
writes : "While ib was a moro political jest to 
ohargo you with the authorship of ' Ontario, 
Ontario,' it was wsll enough to meet the 
ohargo with a good-natured laugh, 
bub now that the Conservative press 
of Quebec seem disposed to make 
a serious matter of lb, 1 think you ought to 
make it known that I and nob you deserve 
whatever praise or blame attaches to the 
writing of tho song in question." 

If it had boon knowu that Bengough, 
of Grip, was the author of that bur- 
letque no ono would have bhought of laugh- 
ing at Us author and ib would havo 
had no political weight whatever. Attribut- 
ing its authorship to a prominent member of 
tho Liberal party waa by no meana a had 
joke, to which that member's ailenco gavo 
poinb and political effect. If Mr. Eugar had 
donled the soft impeachment and had boon 
able to point to the editor of Grip as its 
author, " Ontario, Ontario " would long 
ago have been consigned to the limbo of 
lootion rhymes and campaign squibs. 



ARE THE COLONIES A BURDEN? 

In an article on Colonies in yoaterday's 
iame we aaid : "Ib Is questionable if ehe 
were deprived of her colonies to-morrow that 
■■Greab Britain could with safety diminish 
Hot expenditure on her army or hor navy by 
■ single pound." In the London TimeB of 
ihe 13th, which oame bo hand aome hours 
-j.lt or our yesterday's issue waa published, is 
«n article headed " The Navy and the Col- 
cmiee," containing the following paragraph, 
-which fully confirms what we aaid in the 
sentionce above quoted : 

There seems, moreover, to be some confu- 
sion of tboughb Involved in the assumption 
af the committee thab sinco the navy pro- 
vides for the defence of the trade, the 
wealth, and the interests of all parts of the 
Empire alike, therefore all the constituent 
parts of tho Empire should contribute to 
the coot of its maintenance. The navy 
diets primarily for the defence, security, 
and prosperity of the United Kingdom. 
The defence, security, and prosperity of tho 
Uaited Kingdom depend on a world-wide 
maritime commerce. If, solely for the sako 
of argument, we assume for a moment that 
no- single colony retains its connection with 
lfco mother country, ib-by no means folio wa 
ihab the coat of the naval defence of the 
Uoitod Kingdom, with its world-wide marl- 
;irr.e interesta, would be reduced to any 
■.•5.pjr®ciable oxtonb. We should still be re- 
sponsible for the defence of India, and the 
defence of India, though primarily a military 
i) lestion, ib, in the last resort, essentially a 
uaval question. We should still need to 
maintain freedom of transit for our com- 
msrce to all parts of tho world ; and in order 
to do this we should still neod, as we need 
ab this moment, bo maintain undisputed 
con inand of the sea. Thus the true measure 
of naval strength required for the defenco of 
the United Kingdom and its commerce is 
not so much the territorial extent of the 
Empire or the local dofensive needs of its 
various parts aa the naval force of our poa- 
sibie enemies. Ib is true thab the British 
Kavy, while seouriug bho immunity of our 
o'-vn ahores from asaaulb and tbo freedom of 
oat ■wmmercial communications, also 
t'hfolda the colonies from serious maritime 
aggression. Bub our own maritime 
iatoroota are so vast, so vital, and so 
ubiquitous that the incidental defence of 
fao oolonies becomes, as ib were, a bye-pro- 
rhiob of our multitudinous commercial activi- 
ilea, and adds littlo or nothing to the nooos- 
oary and Inevitable coot of tho defensive 
functions discharged by the British Navy in 
tho direct interests of tho United Kingdom. 
Thus tho gratuitous dofonco of tho coloniea 
ny the Britiah Navy la porhaps tho strongest 
bond of Imperial union that oould bo do- 
viaBd, bocauso tho colonies obtain an appre- 
ciable advantage at littlo or no upprooiablo 
coat to the mothor country. Ib is cortain 
thab tho colonioa would bo leaa aoouro if 
thoy could no longer rely on tho protection 
of tho navy ; it Is by no means certain that 
tho coat of the naval dofonco of 
His Unitod Kingdom and its com- 
merce would bo materially diminished if 
tho navy wore rolloved of tho roBponsi- 
hility of defending the colonies. Its 
.strategical disposition would bo changed, 
hub its material strongbh would still bo de- 
termined as ib is ab preBont by tho material 
jtrengtb of our possible enemies ab sea. If 
we are auporior bo our possible enomioo at 
ion, tho colonioa are safo ; if we are nob 
superior to onr poBsiblo 6nomioa ab aea, the 
Unitod Kingdom is not safo. In these cir- 
cumstances, whilo.we mighb gladly wolcome 
a voluntary contribution from tho oolonies 
towards tho coat of naval dofonco as an 
earnest of Imperial sympathy ond unity, 
we should certainly hoaitato bo domand lb in 
the form of a bax or a tribute, or invite the 
jolonioa to aharo our indofoaaiblo responsi- 
bility for the control and diapoaltlon of tho 
Krltiah Navy. 

The Timea in this article very offoctually 
disposes of tho complaint of tho Littlo Eng- 
land party that tho oolonies are a burden on 
the Mobhor Country, from which sho obtains 
no advantago at all oorroBpondiug to tho 
money epenb in protooting them. Ib also 
.»howH thoso colonists who contend that the 
colonies should contributo towardH tho ex- 
pense of defending the Empire in proportion 
to their woalth and population, that tho po- 
sition thoy tako ia nob ao strong as lb ab first 
aJghb appears to fair-mindod men in tho Col- 
ouioaor tho Mother Country; for if whethorsho 
pooaooBod colonioa or nob Groat Britain mueb 
maintain an army and a navy as largo, or 
nearly as large, aa aho undor her proaent 
circumatancoa findB Ib necessary to support, 



" THE NEW WOMAN." 

Mra. Balllngton Boobh, tho olevor wife of 
ono of tho leaders of tho Salvation Army, is 
vory hard on the new woman. Mra. Booth 
lias some notions with respeob to tho mission 
of woman on this earth which appear jusb 
now in some danger of becoming old-fash- 
lonod, if not obsolete. There aro, hewevor, 
8omo good qualities in the " new woman " to 
whioh Mrs. Booth appoars to he blind, 
Sho in some roapoota boars a resemblance to 
the Salvation Army lass. Both are self 
relianb and to a considerable cxtont self 
assertive ; and both, in doing what they re 
gard as their duty, pay but alight attention 
to fashion and convention. We are nob 
sure that tho Salvation Amazon has nob a 
greater contempt for what some very 
gonteel people regard as tho " proprieties ' 
of sooiety than the " new woman." This la 
the setting down that Mrs. Ballington Booth 
gives the " new woman " : 

The ao-oallod new woman ia a very poor 
copy of a mock man, Sho ia a coarae un- 
feminino creature, from whom mon and 
women alike turn with aversion. Sho iml 
tales tho garb and manner of a not over-nice 
type of man, even while aho bolitblea man 
in the abstract. She does more ; she comes 
forward to trample on tho traditions of our 
mothers, of the mother- who kissed her in 
the cradle, and made a woman of her. 
This abnormal woman professes to scorn 
wifehood, and have aspirations abovo 
motherhood. Such a woman could novor be 
Chrisblike, because she is nob tendor 
enough. Her mind ia too strong 
to bow down to God. Religion 
implies obedience and infinito love. 
Mon have dared to impute much to 
women, thoy havo dared bo question thia 
and that attribute which she claimed, bub 
no man has over dared to question our in- 
alienable right to love. The tendency of the 
so-called now woman is bo belittle man.|She 
oraves emanoipatlon, progression, she says, 
and In her mad rush after these idols she 
moans to crush and mangle man benoath her 
chariot wheols. We women of the Salvation 
Army, who ourselvoa have beon termed new 
women, say to this repulsive, revolting 
creature, whose idoas and aapirationa I hopo 
have been exaggerated, "We don'b wanb 
you among us," our ideal new woman rises 
to man's Bide, and in turn raises him higher. 



TEE NEW VEHICLE. 

The Ne"? York horseless delivery wagon 
QaB proved a success. It has dono its work 
admirably. It haa boon kept porfoctly 
under conbrol ab all times, and it haa 
threaded its way through crowded stroetB 
without hurting anyone and without being 
Itsolf injured by collisions. It is owned by 
a largo rotuil dry goods house, and has been 
ueod on tho busioab thoroughfares. Its 
motive power ia from tho combination of uir 
with roctifiod petroleum, forming' a steam, 
which is stored in a cylinder through which 
a curronb of olectriclby paBBos, cauaiDg a 
sorioa of oxploaiona. Spood is regulatod 
from tho driver'a soat by meuus of a wheol. 
It can bo driven ovor tho ground 
ab a rate from filteon to tvrenty miles an 
hour, and the cost of operating ib is loss 
than ono cent a mile. Ib ia, wo understand, 
leas oxponsivo to drivo the vohiolo faat thon 
to mako ib go alow, Ib is, howevor, a protty 
expensive carriage as its coot was some- 
whero about $1,500. Theso horsoloaa car 
riages aro now used protty oxtonsivoly in 
Paris for bualnosa purposes, and have beon 
found to do their work well. The petroleum 
oarriagoB appear to be the favorites. Tho 
motor is lighb ond perfoobly noiseless, and a 
quantiby of oil can bo carried suffioionb to 
oporafco bho maohino for fivo days, Tho 
horsoleBB oarrlago ia evidently going 
to bo tho vohiolo of the future 
for purpoaoa for which horsea 
and oarriages of dlfforont kinda are now 
used. Thoy will, no doubt, become muoh 
cheaper than thoy aro now, and tho in 
genioua inventor will he able bo adapt bhom 
bo almosb ovory purpose, Ono offeot bhal 
bho horsoleBB carriage will have if its ueo bo 
comes general will bo to compel tho author 
itios to mako good roads and to keep them 
smooth, for although tho horsoloaa carriages 
oan ho drlvoc over rough pavomonte and un 
oven roads it will bo to tho interest of thoir 
ownors to have tho roads on whioh they 
travel aa amooth aa posslblo so that thoro 
may bo a minimum of wear and tear of the 
expensive machines. The use of bloyoles, aa 



we understand, ia having thia effect in many 
pl&cea.

INTERNATIONAL CONTESTS. 

In the international contests held 1c New 
York on tho 21 it, tho Amerioan athletea ib 
appears carried all before them. Tho con- 
best was between bho teams of tho London 
and New York Athletic Cluba. The Eng- 
lish competitors were unable to gain a first 
place In any ono of eleven contests. Tho 
contests, ib ia said, were conduotcd with 
porfeot fairness in the presence of some 
fiftoen thouaand spectators. Ono description 
aaya : " The meeting to-day can be put 
down as the best managed alLiir of tho kind 
that haa ever takon plaoo In thia country ;

thab ono h»Bbeon beaton fairly. Tho viotory 
of the Now York club was no chance victory. 
The more wo have of those contests tho hot 
tor. Who knows that Bunker Hill may uot 
be wlpfd out by thia high jump ? 

The Daily Telegraph — The New Yorkere 
won on their merits withoub a shadow of 
doubb, but the London Athletio club may 
justly feel that In this inatonce its reputa- 
tion was hazarded in a highly unsatisfactory 
manner, owing to tho i luenco of some of its 
best men. 

The Chronicle — Tho unequal conditions 
owing to tho alimato Ie tho only consolation 
thab can bo drained. Tho boating Is cer- 
tainly withoub a parallel in bho history of 
international sport.

PKOV1NCIAL HEALTH BOARD. 

Members Appointed for the Four Cities of the 
Province. 

The provincial health aot which wont into 
effect yesterday by proclamation of tho 
Lieut. -Governor in Council, haa been put 
into force as a precautionary measure. Owing 
to tho fact that cholera has now reached tho 
Hawaiian islands it was thought boat to 
have the provincial hoard of health organized 
at once, so that in tho event of its being 
found necoBBary to act in tho poaeible conting- 
ency of a voaaol bringing a caBO to any of 
tho provincial porta, overythlng would bo 
in roudinesa to act promptly and effectively 
bo provont tho introduction of the dlsoaao. 
Tho live members of tho board have beon 
appointed. Thoy aro: Chairman, Dr. J. 
C. Davio ; acorotarv, Dr. A T. Watt, Vic- 
toria; Dr. J. M. Lofovre, Vancouvor ; Dr. 
B. Wulkor, Wescminator ; Dr. L T. Davis, 
Ninaimo. Tho Bulary of tho chairman has 
boon fixed at $1,800 a yoar and the secretary 
at $1,200 a year. Tho other momboro will 
only receive a por diem allowance whon at- 
tending meetings. The board is attached 
to tho Attorney Gonoral's dapartmont.

MILKMEN MEET. 

They Taluk City and Country Dairy- 
men Should Be Treated 
Alike. 



Object to a Tax But Not to Inspec- 
tion aud Registra- 
tion. 

In response to an advortisemont inviting 
milkmen of the city and district to discusa 
tho proposed milk law now beforo the city 
oouncil, somo forty of thoso interested met 
at Tomperanco hall last night to talk the 
matter over. 

Mr. J. B. Chandler having been voted to 
tho chair, and Mr. Chas. King appointed 
aocretary, tho chairman aaked someone to 
start tho ball rolling. 

This waa done by Mr. Geo. MoRae, who 
oxpreasod himself as opposed to the proposi- 
tion in tho now by-law to tax outalde dairy- 
men and allow those who resided in the city 
to go free. If a tax waa impoaed at all there 
should be no distinction. Thedairymen in the 
country wore at a heavy exponas compared 
to people who kepb a cow or two in town, 
and lb was not right to give the labter an 
advantage over tho former. 

Mr. A. J. W. Gibba, a atranger to tho 
meeting, but who aaid ho had boen largely 
interested in dairying' in California, said tho 
dairymen in that state had had just the 
satno troublo. An inspector for milk was 
very nooesaary, but as the public benefited 
by ib the puolio should pay for it. Milk 
ahould be inspected, howevor, and every 
Boiler should bo required to register. 

Aid. Cameron, in answer to the chair, 
stated that ho objected to a liaonso being 
impoBod, bub believed in registration and 
milk Inspoctlon. However, if the council 
decided to pub a license on milk vondora, he 
believed in those living inaide and outside 
the oity being treated alike. 

Aid. Maomlllan expreeaed similar views, 
declaring himself to be opposed to a license 
at all, though he believed In having such 
regulations as would ensure good milk being 
supplied in the oity. 

Mr. Goorgo McRie questioned whether 
an inspector would be able to keep hia eye 
on the people who owned a cow or two in 
town and Bold to thoir neighbors. If, how- 
evor, evory one who sold milk waa obliged 
to regiator thla difficulty might bo got over. 

The Chairman was of opinion that to 
charge a Uoense only on dairymen who lived 
outalde waa nob right. If the oouncil want- 
ed to tax Bomebody let thorn tax the milk- 
men who lived in tho oity, but not the 
dairymon in the country. Then the oity 
would geb rid of the oow-yards in the city 
and make the cow keepers got out into tho 
country where they ahould bo. (Laughter 
and applause. ) Why should they, in theae 
days, go back to the old oyatem of putting a 
toll on country people oomlng into the oity ? 

Watson Clark wantod to know why the 
city pitohed on milk only to inBpeot ? There 
were other thlnga that needed it more. For 
Instance, much of tho butter that was sent 
hero for sale was not fit for consumption. 

Aid. Bragg being requested to apeak, said 
he was there as a listener only. He was 
opposed to a tax on milkmen. 

Robert Holmes wanted all milkmen taxed 
alike, if there had to be a tax, though for bis 
part he did not believe in the license. 

Aid. Partridge, on being asked for hia 
vlows, remarked thab the mattor had not 
yet come before the council for discussion. 
Ho was not fully convorsant with tha by- 
law.but would not casta vote without finding 
out the opinions of ihoBO directly interested. 

Finally a resolution waB passed appoint- 
ing the Chairman, and Messrs. Chas. King, 
Goo. McRan and Jas. Donnogan a com- 
mittee to wait on tho city council and ox- 
proaa tho milkmen's viowe, and alao to boo 
Aid. Williama in regard to the by-law.

Dnu's and Bradstreet's 011 the Busi- 
ness Situation— Bank Clear- 
ances in Canada. 

Failures and Liabilities— Henry Clews' 
Circular ou the Monetary 
Situation. 



New STohk, Sept. 27.— R. O. Dun's re- 
view will say to-marrow : Tho full atate- 
merit oi about 2, SOU commercial failureB for 
the third quarter of 1895 will be published 
next week, and will show liabilities of about 
$,'10,000,000, of whloh about §11,000,000 
have been of manufacturing and $17, 000,000 
of trading concerns. The speculation in 
cotton baa lifted tho pricj fivo-oightha dur 
ing tho piet week, and quotations here are 
so much highor than at Liverpool that free 
exports cannot be expeated, It eeema 
no longer poaalblo to hope for 
a good crop, and Neill Brothers 
bavo issued a circular predicting a yield of 
only 7,000,000 bales. Prices of goudo rise 
each weok, udding to the profits ol the mills, 
wh:ch on both sides of tho ocean oan use for 
some time to oome old cotton bought) at low 
prices. The demand from dealers is natu 
rally urgent, whilo tho market for the raw 
material ia constantly rising. There is still 
some clunco of a strike in the Fall River 
mille, though the rico in price will make it 
easier for the mlllB to grant some advance 
in wugea. 

The wheat market has been excited with- 
out muoh discoverable reason, and Lhe price 
has advanced over five cents for spot and 
two ceDta for December delivery. It may 
be said that crop prospects ubroad are not 
quite aa fivorublo as they wero a month ago 
and with a thurt supply, at luBt in this 
country, tho market Is liable to bo unusu- 
ally BenBitiva. Pork and hog produots are 
all Bomewbnt lower. Nothing is oloar about 
the iron and steel manuficturo. There Is 
also a hale in the advance of leathor, no 
higher prices having been recorded this 
week, though hides are stronger. 
The advance in wool at tho 
London Bales Btimulatod speculation here, 
but prices are on tho whole unchanged. 
The failureB for the week have boon '210 for 
the United States ugaiDat 235 last year, and 
50 in Canbtli ogiinst 55 last year. 

Bradstreer's reports that tho weok'a total 
bank clearings in the Dominion of Canada 
were : Montreal, $10,778,814, decroaee, 
10 8 ; Toronto, $5,537,222, luoreaBe, 11 9 ; 
Halifax, $1,258,770, increase, 6 S ; Winni- 
peg, 21,208,639, deareaao, 10 6 : Hamilton, 
J00 1,079. inoroaao, 21. Totals, $19,263,524 ; 
decrease, 5 5. 

In hie New York oirou'ftr datod September 
21, Henry Clews saya : 

" Tho Investment and speculative inter- 
ests have been held in suspense by the gold 
exports and the uncertainty as to what may 
be done to maintain the tioisury gold re- 
serve It has been somewhat of a shock 
that tho ' freo gold ' in tho treasury hao 
fallen materially below the official mini- 
mum, and without compensation from the 
syndicate. There have been several contri- 
butions of gold from various points to tho 
Interior, which have had an assuring effeot 
eo far os they show tho disposition of finan- 
cial institutions outside of Now York to 
help the treasury according to their ability. 

" The roally disconcerting fact is that 
there is atlll an absence of any sort of in 
titration aa to what steps are likely to be 
taken for staying the now current ship 
mentis of specie and to provide for the out- 
flow that usually sets in early in the new 
year. Under auoh circumstances, opinion 
has inclined to the conoluaion that the gov 
ernment ia likely to issue, sooner or later, a 
new loan, and the more so because tho 
President is known to be resolved to take 
that courso Bhould tho reserve fall to 75 
millions. The recant heavyjoreak in stocks 
has proven to be a good thing for the 
market, as it forced stocks from feeble 
handa into stronger ones, and euch aa are 
capable of not only sustaining but advancing 
prices, besides imparting more activity. 
The difficulty at tho present time Is that 
the npa and downs of American securities 
range within only a fow points from week to 
week, which make them comparatively 
tame to deal In as compared to the induce- 
ments for operating in the Kaffirs which fre- 
quently provido for a profit of several hun- 
dred per cent, within a few days. 



DURKANT'S DEFENCE. 

So Far the Evidence Has Failed to Substan- 
tiate tho Pretensions Made by 
111b Counsel. 

San - FRANCISCO, Sept. 27.— If Theodore 
Durrant hus anything tangible on which to 
kass his denial of theihirge that ho mur- 
dered Blanche Limont and Minnie Williams 
tits attorneys hive failed to givo satisfactory 
evidenoe of tho fact. After two daya do- 
voted to the testimony of the defenca the 
trial was adjourned at noon to-day until 
next Tuesday. In the meantime, however, 
the dofenco hud diaolosed enough to satitfy 
the prosecution that Durrant'd attorneys 
are groping in the dark In tho hope 
that somothing may dovolop with- 
in tho next fow dayB to save 
tho prisoner's life. Tho weakness of the de 
fence ia made more apparent at thia time on 
aocount of the extravagant assertions that 
Durrant's attorney's have uniformly made 
since tho trial begaD. In view of thou- 
startling statcmente it was at first believed 
that tho defonce might haeo a Btrong c ia< 
held in reservo which would pur, to a seven 
test tho case of the prosecution. In om 
day, howevur, the caso of tho defence oiurii- 
blod and fell of itB own weight, and to da> 
Durrant's alibi has not a log on which to 
stand. 

Tho apparent hopelessneBB of his case, 
howover, producos no change in tho de- 
meanor of Durrant. Day after day he sits 
in the court room beside hiB father and 
mother and listens to tho evidenco aguinet 
him without u sign of emotion. Tboatoioism 
of the prisoner ia only surpassed by that of 
hiH mother. Mrs, Durrant sooms to have 
no conception of tho gravity of hor boh'b 
position. Attired in waving plumes and a 
tailor mado gown such as a lady might wear 
at a matinee, she laughs and chatB with 
frienda whilo the ovidenco that tho prosecu- 
tion believes will hung her son is bsicg 
put in against him. To frcquouters of the 
court room, Mrs. Durrant's conduct 1b 
almost aB unfathomablo aa that of hor Bon. 
Durrant's fatbor, howover, looka caroworn 
aud gives every evidenco of the great Btruin 
on bis mind. 

The report that the defence would pro- 
duce a witnesa who would testify that she 
saw tho acouBod medical student enter the 
Emanuel BaptiBt ohuroh alone on the after- 
noon of April 3, between -4 30 and 5 o'clock, 
within which time Blanche Lamont ia sup- 
posed to havo been murdered, has boon con- 
firmed, but the few people to whom thia 
witness has confided the story guard her 
name iedulously. William A. Doud, a 
stoak broker, knows tho woman who may 
thus testify, and is in possession of tho na- 
ture of the evidence she will give. Mr. 
Doud said : "I know of this witnesa bo- 
cauBe tho story waa told to me. Several 
otherB know of it. All are pledged to so- 
creoy. When the proper time cornea and to 
the proper authorities the evidenco will be 
given. The story «b known in police head 
quartorB ia that Lnia woman met a young 
man walking towards the church on that af- 
ternoon at the time mentioned, and accost- 
ed htm, mistaking him at first for a 
friend. She apologized, passed on, and 
then, curiouB about hor mistake, turned and 
84W tho stranger onterinc the church. Re- 
cently she ia said to haveidentlfii d Durrant as 
the young man she spoke to that afternoon." 
Mr. Doud would neither deny nor confirm 
thia. He o&id that he had no motive for 
concealing anything. The point with him 
waa that the lady might be mistaken, and 
until aho found that she was not it was un- 
necessary to bring hor name before the 
police. 

Another person who clalma to havo as 
eiated In no murder of Blanche Limc-nt hue 
been r>. .id from. Hia atory waB contained 
in the following anonymous letter received 
at the Mayor's office, handed later to the 
chief of police : 

" Orange, N.J., Sept. IS —To tho Mayor 
of San Franclico : You are trying tho rong 
man for murder. Durrant la an Inooont 
man. I with One other did the dead and I 
oould come and pick the man Out I did not 
do the murdering but I helped cary tho 
body I will aay no more I am well known 
Out thare I Say Once more Durrant< is an 
inooent man."

STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

Apprehension or Further Gold Shipments Has 
an Unsettling 1C fleet- 

New YORK, Sept, 27. — There wan a fur- 
ther contraction of the volume of speculation 
to day, bub the professional character of tho 
markeb was clearly marked. Tho appre- 
hension of further large gold exports in the 
near future was tho chief influence In the 
trading and had an unsettling effect on tho 
speculative mind.

This demand for 
currency at U.S. interior points rt fleets a 
freer movement of grain and cotton, and 
this condition la expected to bo soon more 
distinctly evidenced in the exchange mar- 
ket. Tho principal topic of interest to-day 
un the parbof the traders waB the improving 
tendency of the anthracite coal trade. Tho 
railroad reports for August published to 
day, Including that of Reading, were unl 
form In showing incrouece in grosB and not 
earnings. Tho market oponed generally 
active and firm and Boon developod a 
dropping tondonoy.

iug nan restore it. Therefore the live 
and seven gored skirt will be preferred 
generally. Panels and insets of differ- 
ent material aro. now quite the thing, 
and the panels may be of another color 
if so desired. There aro also some 
draped skirts, particularly in the soft 
cashmeres and poil do chine and other 
goods witli soft twills. I noticed one 
cloth gown where a handsome effect 
was obtained by gathering up the mate- 
rial under a long silver bucklo. A neat 
black and white check was also draped 
up high on the loft hip. Often the 
many gored skirts have a thick piping 
of some other color or shade down each 
seam. This is a good plan for short lig- 
uros. The skirts also begin to show con- 
siderable ornamentation of various 
kinds — flounces, generally very narrow ;

On the front 
breadth were set 1 four leaved clovers 
cut out of heavy white milliner's net 
and lined with green satin. Theso were 
nppliqued on. The waist was a "baby" 
with a yoke of white batiste with in- 
sets of clnny insertion. Thero were 
three tows of that on the outside of the 
puffed sleeves. Three of the stiff net 
clover leaves wero put on the yoke. On 
each 'aii of the clover designs was sewed 
a pink imitation pearl, 

The new colors expected to bo most in 
demand l or the coining season aro beige, 
all the yellows, mordore, which is a 
golden brown in daylight and a rich 
garnet at night; uilo green, bluet, drab, 
fawn, flea color, which is a glossy 
brownish purple; gray in all its shades 
and dark blue in the navy shades. Cer- 
tainly there are others also. Every one 
is allowed a certain choice.

anco while adding really very littlo to 
the weight. When these goods aro 
shown in two colors, tho bouclo ourls of 
ono color and tho foundation of another, 
they aro handsome, but whon tho foun- 
dation and upper surfaco aro of the same 
color they are truly elegant. Largo bone 
buttons uro about the only trimming 
possible on such rich goods. 

The firnt houses to show made up gar- 
ments of 'base warm goods have made 
them Dearly all with doublo breasted 
jackets, with inner vests, as modifica- 
tions of tho old norfolk jacket. That is 
to say, tho waist is laid in norfolk plaits, 
drooping a little over tho bolt. Tho 
3kirt to those waists or jackets usually 
lies in opoc plaits which llaro out below 
the belt. Buttons inudo of all tho load- 



ing styles of these winter goods can bo 
purchased to match. Tho cloth is set iu 
a uairow rim of silver or gilt. They are 
very stylish. Wherever buttons are used 
at nil, they should be large and hand- 
some. There aro quite a number of fan- 
cy buttons for vests where the vest is of 
silk or satin, ami these buttons are stud- 
ded with imitation brilliants and aqua- 
marine. Pearls in impossible colorings 
aro also shown. 

An odd caprice is seen in tho sudden 
revival of the use of birds' wings.

Attorney-General' ** vldcd by section 105 
of an Act paeaod by tho Legislature of British 
Columbia in the fifty-sixth yoir o£ Our Roign, 
intituled "An Act Respecting tho Public 
Health,;' that tho said Aot Bhall not como into 
forco until a day to bo fixed by proclamation of 
tho Lioutenant-Govornor In Council, notice of 
which shall bo published in tho British Colum- 
bia Gazette ; and whereas Our said Lioutenant- 
Govornor, by and with the advico of tho Exe- 
outivo Council, has been pleased to proclaim, 
by an Order in Council In lint behalf, the 
tv/onty-sevonth day of Septembor.ono thousand 
eight hundred and nlnety-flvo, aa the day on 
which tho said Act Bhall como into forco. 

Now know ye, thoroforo, that in pursuance 
thereof. We do horoby proclaim the said Act 
to bo in force as from the twenty-seventh day 
of September, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-five. 

In Testimony wheroof Wo havo caused 
these Our Letters to ho mado Patent and 
the Great Seal of tho said Province to 
be hereunto afflxed.
